As he believes that 
the Town called Luna was ſituated in Tuſcany, he will. 
not allow our Poet to have been born there; for his not 
being a Native of Volterra could ſignity nothing to him, 
if he could not deprive Tuſcany ot the Honour of him, 
and prove that he was born in the State of Genoa. He 
therefore ſays that his native Place was Tegulia, near 
Portus Lune, ſituated in Liguria, fourſcore Stadia dif- 
tance from Luna. Aprofia'della:Pairia:d' A. Perſio, pag. 
14. Tou muſt obſerve that there is a Diſtinction made 
between the Town and the Port of Luna. Lewis Aproſio 
Is of the ſame Opinion with Caſparo Maſſa, as appears 
from a Diſſertation 4” H. Perſio printed at Genoa in the 
Tear 1664. You ſee how little Moreri is to be de- 
Pended upon; he alleges that Apreſio affirms Perſius to 
be of Volterra, and that Gaſpar Maſſa ſays he was born 
ai Luna or la Spezzia.

The Word Puleritia i is uſed by the beſt Latin Authors 
for a Young Man of eighteen or twenty Years of Age. 
T ſhall place here in Order the other Miſtakes of Moreri. 
He ſays that Per/ius had compoſed a Book againſt Arria, 
which his Maſter Cornutius made him burn. At any 
Rate, it could not be a Book, but a ſmall Number of 
Verſes, Paucos verſus. His Maſter's Name however 
was not Cornutius, but Cornutus, and it was not till after 
the Death of the Author that he adviſed his Mother to 
ſuppreſs theſe Verſes, together with all the reſt which 
he had compoſed'in his Youth. Omnia autem Cornutus 
auctor fuit Mar RI ejus ut aboleret. By this the Author 
of the Epiſtle, which ſerves by Way of Preface to Fa- 
ther Tarteron's Tranſlation of Ferſius, appears to be in 
a Miſtake.

J imagine therefore 
that the Torva Mimalloneis &c. can neither be a Fiag- 
ment of Nero's Poetry, nor an Imitation of his Verſes, 
For, further, if he was a Man of that Temper to be diſ- 
pleaſed at the Raillery Auriculas afini Mida rex habet, 
which was an old Story, it was hardly to be expected 
that he would patiently bear the ridiculous Rhapſodies 
compoſed out af his own Expreſſions. Wherefore begg' 15 
Paridde of the old Scholiaſt, I cannot ſubſcribe to the 
Words of VI. Boileau, till ſuch time as my Scruples be 
removed, Let us examine Perſius, ſays he (in bis Diſ- 
cours ſur te Satire) who wrote in the Reign of Nero. 
not only rails at his Co-temporary Poets, but even attacks 
* the Verſes of Nero himſelf ; for all the World knows, 
and the whale Court of Nero very well knenw it, that 
theſe four Verſes Torva Mimalloneis &c. which Perſius 
fo bitterly ridicules in bis firſt Satire, were wrote by 
Nero. Yet we do not find that Nero, as cruel as hewas, 
cauſed Perſius to be puniſhed for it; and that great y- 


rant, 


rant, tho' an Enemy to Reaſon, and very fond of hir 
Works, was ſo polite as not to reſent it, and did not 
think that on ſuch an Occaſion the Emperor ſhould tale 
upon him the Concerns of a Poet. I ſhall add no more 
concerning that Scruple. Caſaubon alleges, that the 
four Verſes in Queſtion were taken from a Tragedy call- 
ed Bacche, pag. 134. And to prove that Nero had wrete 
ſuch a Piece, he quotes Dio, who only ſays that Nero 
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acted the Part of a Muſician when that Tragedy was re- 


preſented. But is this a Proof that he was the Author 
of it? Beſides; Hexameter Verſes; I believe, were not 
uſed in Tragedies but the four Verſes we are ſpeaking 
of are Hexanieters. If that learned Commentator had 
compared his Opinion concerning the Tor Misiallo- 
neis, with his Preface to the firſt Satire, I queſtion if he 
would have perſiſted in it. In ſhort he ſays in that Pre- 
face, that the chief Deſign of Perus in his fourth Satire, 
was to cenſure the Conduct of Nero; but in deder to a- 


void bringing himſelf into Trouble, he ſo diſguiſed his 


Defign, that he made uſe of no Expreſſion to point out 
the Perſon of that Prince, and contrived the Matter ſo 
as to be able to clear himfelf, in caſe he ſhould be ac- 
cuſed of aiming at the Government. Caſaubon obſerves 
alſo, that this Satire was compoſed before Vero had dif- 
covered all his ill Nature. Cujus (Satirz quartz) es

5 prizing, that a Man who was of that Opinion, ſhould 


believe that Perſius durſt ridicule Nero's Verſes, and 
quote them Word for Word without any Diſguiſe ? 
Perhaps it will be anſwered, that he was not much con- 
ceraed for his Character as a Poet. But one muſt have 


ſtrong Proofs of this, or elſe not mention it; for every 


one is commonly fond of his own Poetry. The Crown 
and Scepter do not cure a Man of that Fault, and we are 
particularly informed that Nero was more ſenſibly af, 
fected with the Cenſures of his Mufic, than with that of 
his Crimes; which is a ſufficient Reaſon for one to be- 
lieve, that as a Poet he could not bear to be reflected 
upon, Nihil æque doluit, quam ut malum ſe citharedum 


. increpitum. Suet. in Nerone cap. XLI. Did not he ba- 


niſh Cornutus, and had like to have put him to death, for 
having dared to ſay that Neyo would make too many 
Verſes if he compoſed four hundred Books of them, and 
that the Example of Chry/fippus ſhould not be alleged in 
the Caſe, ſeeing the Books of that Philoſopher were 
uſeful to buman Life? Was not he jealous of the Poet 
Lucan, and did not he forbid him to make any Verſes? 
Lucanum propriæ cauſe accendebant, quad famam car- 
minum ejus premebat Nero, probibueratque oftentare, 
wanus adſimulatione. Id. ib. & Tacit. Ann. lib. XV. cap. 
XLIX. At which Lucan was fo exaſperated, that he 
joined with the Conſpirators, who endeavoured to kill

I ſhould never have done, if I undertook to quote all 
the Authors who believed that the four Verſes ſo cruelly 
ridiculed by Per ſius, were wrote by Nero. I ſhall only 
cite the Notes which have been added to the new Tranſ- 
lation of Petronius Pag. 24. Tom, I. of the Dutch Edition

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1694. Tt has been Jawful in all Ages to criticiſe paltry 
Performances, when they are publiſhed. The defects of 
' the Mind may be cenſured every where, and this Libe ty 
is as ancient as the World. The Torva &c. which we 
read in Juvenal, (he ſhould have ſaid Perſius) ſbe aus 
that Nero bimſelf, notwithſtanding his Cruelty, wwas not 
offended at it, and never thought of treating as Enemies 
to the State, thoſe who criticiſed his Works. He was 
only angry at thoſe who made Verſes better than be. 
Nete, That the Life of Perſius, written by Suetonius as 
it is thought, does not tell us that the Torva Mimelloneis 
had any Lees to Mero. He gives no other Example 
of the Liberty that Poet took to criticiſe him, than thoſe 
Verſes concerning Mida rex, which Cor nutus made him 
correct. There is then only one witneſs of the Tora 
Mimalloneis, wiz. the old Scholiaſt upon Per ius. An 
Engliſh Author, wiz. Jobn Bond, who wrote learned 
Notes upon the Satires of that Poet, does not ſay poſi- 
tively, like a great many others, that Nero was the Au- 
thor of the four Verſes in Queſtion: Sive d Nerone 
(ſays he) in Per/. Sat. I. pag. m. 24. five ab alio quopiam 
nobili Romano compoſita. M. Marais pointed me out this 
| Paſſage of the Engliſh Commentator, and alſo ſays that 
M. Geffrier, who publiſhed a French Tranſlation or 
Paraphraſe of Per fius at Paris in 1658, affirms that theſe 
four Verſes were certainly Nero's, rec, 
- (G) He died at twenty eight Years of Age.) This ap- 
pears from the Conſulſhips of his Birth and Death. He 
was born the fourth of December, Fabio Perfico, L. Vi. 
tellio Coſs. and died the twenty-fourth of November, 
Rubrio Mario, Afinio Gallo Caſs, Now there being but 
twenty-eight Years between theſe two Conſulſhips, it 
follows that Per ſius lived juſt ſo many Years, within a 
few Days. Therefore the Author of his Life has rec- 
koned very ill, when after having fixed the Day and Year 
of his Birth and Death with ſo much Exactneſs, he pla · 
ces his Death in the thirtieth Year: of his Age. St. 
Jerome s Miſtake is not fo great, tho he is not ſo exact 
as he ought to be. He ſays that Perfus was born in the

Scaliger finds that St. Jerome 
was in the right to reckon twenty- nine Years from the 
Number two thouſand and fifty to the Number two 
thouſand and ſeventy- eight. He alſo finds twenty- nine 
Years between the two above-mentioned Conſulſhips; 


but he had done better if he had computed only tweñty- 
eight. The firſt of thoſe Conſulſhips fell in the Year of 


Chrift 34, the twentieth of Tiberius, and the ſeven hun- 
dred and eighty- ſixth of Rome; the other in the Vear of 


Chriſt 62, the eighth of Nero, and the e ght hundred and 


fourteenth of Rome. This is according to the Chronos - 
logy-of- Calvifius. Moreri is not at all exact in this.

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too common among Printers. Auguſtine O Idoini has 
committed ſome childiſh Blunders in his Computation of 
che Age of Per/ius.

abhſcurely] Among the number of thoſe I reckon Iſaar 
Caſaubon I grant that the Praiſes which he beſtows 
upon Perfius are not ſo pure as thoſe of Quintilian and 
Martial ; for be intermixes with them ſome Cenſures. 
But after all he acknowledges that Perus had a great deal 
of Merit and Parts, and enters the Liſts on his Account 
againſt the great Julius Scaliger; tho' at the fame Time 
he humbles himſelf with great Reſpect at the Foot of the 
Throne of that formidable Antagoniſt. I ſhall only men- 
tion that Part of the Diſpute which relates to the Obſcu- 
rity of our Poet's Writings. I have often (ſays Caſaubon) 
been ſurpriſed to find Perfius charged with Obſcurity by 
Scaliger, a Man to whom nothing was obſcure. But he 
ſeems to me to fall into that Sophiſm which Logicians call 
Ignorationem elenchi, miſtaking the queſtion, and which is 
not leſs common among Critics than Philoſophers. Scali- 
ger does not pretend that Perfius was obſcure to him.

f be Rigour of the Times in which be lived can be 
no Excuſe for the Obſcurity of his Stile.] J am ſorry I 
cannot be of the ſame Opinion with the Author of the 
Preface, who has furniſhed me with two Paſſages, the 
Reading of which is fo agreeable. I know very well, 
ſays he, in the Epiſtle prefixed to Father Tarteron's 
Tranſlation, that Perſius is not at firft very intelligible, 
and that he might have expreſſed himſelf more clearly. 
But how durſt he do it in the Reign of Nero? He was a 
terrible Tyrant, and could not bear a Feſt. And becauſe 
| be bad more Reaſon than any Body elſe to apply to himſelf 
evbatever was ſbarp or poignant in a Satire, provided 
there was the leaſt Foundation for it, I am not at all ſur- 
prized to ſee, that Perſius has affected to be enigmatical 
and myſterious. Therefore when Julius Scaliger called 
him a feveriſh Scholar, it is probable be did not mind 
what he ſaid ; but I am ſure that this proud and formi- 
dable Critic, would have been ſeized with wiolent 
 Tremblings and Agitations at the very Sight of Nero. I 
cannot help admiring the Boldneſs of Perſius in ventur- 
ing once to ridicule that Emperor ; for the Words Auri- 
culas aſini Mida rex habet, directly pointed at him. It 
evould bude ruined Perſius if the wiſe and prudent Cor- 
nutus had not Jupprefed the proper Name, and ſubſtitu- 
ted in its place a Word equally applicable to all Mankind. 
Nay 1 cannot conceive how that Philoſopher, awho was | 
afterwards baniſhed by the Tyrant, becauſe he could not 
in Conſcience approve the Deſign of bis Poem, ſhould 
ſuffer bis Pupil to expoſe himſelf, by producing with a 
malicious Intent, the Torva Mimalloneis &c. as a Model 
of moſt excellent Verſes. I ſhall only make two Obſer-

I. It is evident to all who read Perſius with Attention, 
that he is obſcure not out of Policy, but from Taſte, 
and the particular Turn of his Genius; for if the Fear 
of bringing himſelf into Trouble at Court, had engaged

him to cover his Thoughts with obſcure Metaphors, he 
would have done it in thoſe Things only which had ſome 
relation to the Life of the Tyrant. But we ſee that he 
| twiſts his Words, and has Recourſe to Alluſions and 
ænigmatical Figures, even when he intends to inſinuate 
only a moral Maxim, the cleareſt Explication whereof 
could not have afforded Nero the leaſt Pretence for being 
angry with him, T ſhall not be at the Pains of giving 
any Examples of this; but refer my Readers to the 
9 Satires themſelves of that Poet, which make but a little 
Book, where every one may ſatisſy himſelf in a very 
= ſhort time, whether I am in the right, or not. But if 
any one chuſes rather to ſpare himſelf this Trouble, and 
refer himſelf to the Judgment of a learned Critic, he needs 
go no further to fatisfy himſelf. The Sentence runs

They have it, ſays 
he, by Tradition, that the Falconcini Family is de- 
ſcended from Flaccus, a Roman Knight, the Father of 
Perſius; which is the more likely to be true, as the 
Name of Perfius is preſerved in that Family, and has 
conſtantly been found in it for above three hundred 
Years. But to this it is anſwered, that Perſius had nei- 
ther Brother, nor Children; that the Sirname of Flaccus 
was to be found in ſeveral Cities of Italy; and that the 
noble and illuftrious Family of Perſius has been eſta- i 
bliſhed in Genoa above four hundred Years.
